This means 
no straight vote for or against de 
Gaulle instcad of by-passing the 
question simply by olecting some- 
one else os the head of the Govern-

In Macao some of the children 
were cared for by religious or- 
ders such as the Salesian Col- 
lege and Maryknoll sisters. 

Castro Valle distributed funds 
among some vf the more needy 
eases and promised speedy a6- 
sistance after the histories of 
all of them were reviewed. 

Representing General Helio- 
doro: Escallante, Mexican Am- 
bassndor, Castro Valle was firet 
to bring assistance to Latin- 
Americans in Chino. Ho has 
been in the diplomatic service 
since he graduated from ythe 
University of Brussels in 1937, 
serving in Europe before com- 
ing to Chungking three yéars 
ayo. ‘ 

In Hong Kong he interviewed 
scattering, Chileans, Colombians, 
Guatemalans, Equadorians, 
Panamanians and more than 100 
Cubans. Macao, where is com- 
paratively o great number of 
Latin-Americans, has the ‘big- 
gest proportion of Peruvians. 

All these people are needy, 
suffering from years of priva- 
tion.—Association Press,
